made to revolve in a vertical direction and 30 
away from the g-ums. This desired 
action may be acoomplished in the manner 
described herein-after. 

In dental brushes of known type, the 
brush (i.e. the bristles) are ai-ranged to 35 
rise at right-angles to the base to which 
they are affixed. According to this inven- 
tion a horizontal thrust may still be 
employed. 

A further featiire of this invention is 40 
that the said brashes may be spiral and 
built upon a centre or centres capable of 
rotation. It may also be nn-anged for 
the said brushes to be removeable and 
replaceable in the toothbrush-holder. 

One of the advantages resnltinpf from 
the use of this invention is that the 
efBciency of the brush according^ to 
present day standards as before-mentioned 
is considerably enhanced. A further 
advanta.ii'e is that the cleansing of the 
teeth and efficient massaginry of the gums 
is effected in a shorter space of time. In 
the case of the brushes being replaceable 
a considerable economy will be effected.

It is a recognised fact that for proper 
dental hygiene it is necessary to massage 
15 the gums away from the base of the teeth 
and remove efficiently foreign substances 
(such as food debris from the interstic^es 
of the teeth), such brushing should be 
conducted in a vertical direction by an up 
20 and down movement of the brusli away 
from the gums. This howeTsr is a 
difheult and unnatural procedure for most 
people who usually use the tooth-brush 
in a, horiz^gntal (to' and fro) movement 
25 around the mouth.

3. A tooth brush having a rotatory 
head as claimed in claim 2, and having 

15 the bristles or equivalent disposed there- 
in or thereon in conical formation for the 
purpose specified. 

4. A tooth brush having a rotatory 
head as claimed in claim 2, the handle 

20 of which has a recess therein for contain- 
ing said head, for the purpose specified. 

5. A tooth brush as claimed in claims 
1 to 4, comprising a disc-like bristle or 



like holder, a shank upon the centre of 
same, and a handle having a hole therein £5 
in which said shank can rotate, and means 
extending transversely into the area of said 
hole and keying into a circumferential 
groove in the shank for the purpose of 
retaining the^ same vidiJiin the hole.
